Detailed Action 

Applicants' response and arguments filed on 04/12/10 along with a 
Terminal Disclaimer have been fully considered and are deemed to be 
persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Thus, claims 1-21 are 
pending in this application for examination. 

Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office action are 
hereby withdrawn. 

The Terminal Disclaimer filed on 04/12/10 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of US Patent No.: 7,462,701 B2 has been reviewed and are 
accepted. The Terminal Disclaimer has been recorded. 

Previous rejection of Claims 1-21 rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 
1-22 of reference patent U.S. Patent No. 7.462.701 B2 . has been withdrawn due 
to submission of a Terminal Disclaimer. 

Previous rejection of Claims 1-4 and 6-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Haynes et ai., (US Patent No.: 6,048,715 in IDS ) in 
view Shani et al., (WO 00/77174 A1 in IDS ), has been withdrawn due to claim 
amendments and persuasive arguments. As argued by the applicants', the prior 
art of Shani et al., do not teach that the fusion protein comprising the 
carbohydrate binding module (CBM) does not bind to plant cell wall material nor 
does the fusion protein is soluble in liquid phase and said fusion protein is 
obtained by a non-denaturing process.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Following a diligent search, it was determined that the prior art neither teaches 
nor suggests fusion proteins comprising carbohydrate binding module (CBM) 
which do not bind to cell-wall plant material and said fusion proteins are isolated 
in a process by no-denaturing methods. Furthermore, CBMs are well 
characterized molecules and there is enough guidance in the prior art for a 
skilled artisan to isolate mutants of SEQ ID NO: 1 and the encoded polypeptides 
having 80% sequence identity and having CBM activity, as said polynucleotide 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 comprising 564 nucleotides encodes for a CBM 
polypeptide having 188 amino acid residues.
